Already full 
instmeblons have bean sent out, and the 
beads of our Food and Shelters, etc., aro 
planning and eobeming bow to make this a 
tremandouB aaccees. 

Tbe following are the tarctets of the 
different places : The '* Lifeboat," $160 ; 
tbe "Llghtboase," $150; tba Halifax 
Shelter, $100 ; London Shelter, $100 ; 
Social Farm, $100, and the Men's Indus- 
trial Home, of which Adjutant Manton is 
chief, 850. 

There is quite a little controversy in my 
mind as to whether the " Lighthouse " 
will beat the "Lifeboat," or vice -versa. 
Anyhow, Captain Patterson has his men 
well in hand, and Is determined to have 
tbe victory. On the other hand, I know 



that Ensign Fox means victory or death. 

Adjutant M'lei- and Captain McBw are 
rlvala for the SlOO tnrgat. I ehuuld not be 
a little bit aurpnacd it both of these topped 
it. 

The Farm lias got a good district, and 
rhis will be a t^plendid chance fur Ciptain 
Peacock to put forth a little eitra energy 
and work, while Adjutant Manton and hia 
staff will, no donbt, have the victory ; 
auyhow, they mean to work to gain this 
end, 

I am pleased to report that the " Life- 
boat," Toronto, has nearly ail its beds 
occupied every nlgbt ; its restaniant is 
crooded with hungry visiti'rs, who are sup- 
plied with the neceaaaries of life three 
times a day. Captain Pitteraon has just 
been appninted to rnn this Shelter, and 
Captain Dudge has been appointed Cashier 
for tbe Social work. 

Adjutant Manton has been appointed to 
the ludnstrial Home for Men, which he 
has fixed up, and which has been opened 
for prisoners. They are also rnnning a 
c lal and wood ytrd in conneotlon. The 
Adjutant ia anxious that the North-end 
soldiers and frienda ahonld visit him when 
In i,eed of t^e above. 

The " Lighthouse " (Joe Beef's), Mon- 
treal, is doing well. Ensign Fox la spar- 
ing no effiirts to make this place boom ; 
bnt it will take him all his time to keep 
ahead of the Toronto Shelter. 

Halifax Shelter, nnder the ommtnd of 
Captain Macrae, continues to increase and 
improve. Bede, meals, baths, etc., ai-a in 
greater demand every week, and there is a 
glorious prospect ahead for ui to devtlope. 

Adjutant Miller reports great things 
from London, and his cry is, " More 
blankets, niore sheets ; masi have a wagon, 
etc., etc." Hia beds are all occupied every 
nlRht, There la a coal and wood yard also 
run in connection with tblu Shelter, ne 
is also getting some prisoners, wh'cb he 
hopes to lift in the Social scale to better 
positions. 

My heart was touched very much the 
other day, while in the wood yard, at Wil- 
ton Avenue, a little girl came into tbe 
office with a parcel, and asked the atten- 
dant if we would give her mother some 
wood for the contents of the parcul, as she 
had no money, and they were very cold. 
The parcel contained a number of abne- 
maker's tools In very fair condition. After 
due investigation as to where the tools 
came from, etc., we were able to supply 
their need". This speaks badly for the 
coming winter. Anyway, we are deter- 
mined to put forth every eSbrt to open 
means of industry to help the outof, but 
?:iUing-tQ-workB. We have now in the 
city, three -ivood yards, and atsothsr one 
fixed up, and ready to start, bnt we are 
in great need of Social candidates.

On we hurried to the Lighthouse, to see 
the men at tea. My word, they get enongh 
for tea to do me almost all day, and they 
can lay it In, too,

drink cf t«a ont of their ble map, which 
woe cheerfnily granted, and when he said 
" Good night," the men answered in chnru<i, 
" Qood night.

Dsd Stoss, the 
converted hnrgiar, who had spent forty 
years in prison, was flogged eight tlmee and 
got saved lo 18S9 at Ulerkenwall, showed 
ns round the Institution.
